(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
any person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any persons, shall bo 
eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable <o such persons and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exemnt any 
persons from the operation of this rule. 

6 . Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient to to do, it may hy 
order, for reasons to be reeoided in writing, and in consul¬ 
tation with the Competent authority, lelax any of the provi¬ 
sions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons. 

7 Saving. —Nothing in these rules shall uffect reservation, 
relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

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a short-fall of candidates through the examination, 
fill the vacancies in the junior scale through the 
Commission through any mode of recruitment to 
be decided by the Commission and in caso the 
recruitment is made by direct recruitment cither by 
holding special examination or by selection by inter¬ 
view, the educational qualifications and the age 
limit for such recruitment shall be as specified In 
Schedule-II A.” 

3. In rule 8 of the said rules after sub-rule (3), the follow¬ 
ing shall be inserted, namely :— 

"(3A) The seniority of persons recruited to the service 
under sub-rule (2)(aX0 and sub-rule (2)(a)0i) of 
the Rule 7, inter se seniority shall be determined 
with reference to the date of publication of the 
results of the examination/special examination, in 
respect of candidates recruited through examination, 
and with reference to the date of Commission’s 
letter recommending the candidates, in respect of 
those recruited through any other mode of direct 
recruitment.” 

4 After Schedule II of the said rules, the following shall 
be Inserted, namely :— 

“SCHEDULE II-A

1. Minimum educational qualifications and age limits for 
direct recruitment to posts in Group ‘A’ in the Junior Scale 
included in the Tndiau Broadcasting (Engineers) Service 
through Union Public Service Commission.

Essential: 

1, A Degree In Electronic/Electrical Engineering from:— 

(i) a University incorporated by an Act of the Central/ 
State Legislature in India, or 

(11) an educational Institution established by an Act of 
Parliament or declared to be deemed as a University 
under section 3 of the University Grants Commis¬ 
sion Act, 1956, or 


(iil) possessing such other qualifications as have been re¬ 
cognised by Government for the purpose of admis¬ 
sion to the examination, or 

(iv) a Degree/Diploma In Engineering from such foreign 
Unisiersities, Colleges, or Institutions and under 
such conditions as may be recognised by Govern¬ 
ment for the purpose from time to time. 

Desirable: 

2 years professional experience in the line. 

Age limits: 

Not exceeding 35 years, 

(Relaxable for Government servants upto 5 years in acord- 
ance with the instructions/orders issued by the Central 
Government.) 

Note : The crucial date for determining the age limit shall 
be the closing date for receipt of applications from candi¬ 
dates in India (other than those in Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and Lakshadweep).”

S roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the cost of Driver (Group C post) under the 
Labour Welfare Organisation, Ministry of Labour, namely:— 


1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These rules may 
be called the Labour Welfare Organisation, Driver (Group 
C post) Recruitment Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of post, its classification and the scale of pay at¬ 
tached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in 
columns (5) to (14) of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4, Disqualification,—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
, contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6, Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be providej for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of per¬ 
sons, in accorance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.
